‘The day Germany recognizes 
loyally her obligations toward France 
and carries them out with good 
grace,’’ declared M. Poincare, “we 
will not refuse to examine with her 
the best methods of assuring the 
prompt and regular execution of the 
treaty of Versailles.” 

Neither Neroes Nor Bismarcks. 


“Contrary to certain British 


Pspokesnier"’ continued the head of 


the French Cabinet, ‘“‘we are neither 
Neroes, nor even Bismarcks. We are 
simply a good people who were 
brutally attacked and whose native 
soil was ravaged. All we ask is the 
opportunity to continue in peace our 
daily tasks. 

“We are greatly disposed to aid 
other nations in the effort to restore 
the world. We know the world does 
not end at our frontiers. We wel- 
come a broad and generous Euro- 
pean policy. We desire to remain 
allies of our allies and friends of our 
friends. We ask nothing better than 
to resume with our enemies of yes- 
terday, pleasant and courteous rela- 
tions. But we wish to have our 
ruins repaired—and they will be.” 

Ridicules Charges. 

Premier Poincare ridiculed recent 
charges in certain German quarters 
that France sought to enslave the 
German people in revenge for the 
devastation wrought during the war. 

“Tf contrary to our desires, we are 
forced to take independent action 
without the approval of our allies,”’ 
he continued, “we shall make no ef- 
fort to retain indefinitely the guar- 
antees which we may take. We shall 
guard these guarantees in the inter- 
est of all, and only until Germany 
consents to met her just obligations.”’

Grand Jurors for Herrin Investiga- 
tion Being Notified. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch 

MARION, IIL, Aug. 21.—With the 
convening of the special grand jury 
called to investigate the killings at 
Herrin a week off, sentiment in Wil- 
liamson County is crystallizing in 
favor of a fair and impartial inves- 
tigation, say county officials. The 
fining of Tom Carver, a union officer, 
by Judge Slater has furthered the 
demand for a thorough inquiry. Car- 
ver was found guilty of carrying con- 
cealed weapons and of having fired 
at a nonunion worker, a negro, in 
an attempt to Intimidate him. 

State’s Attorney Delos Duty says 
he believes indictments will be re- 
turned for many who took part in 
the riots. Special deputies are noti- 
fying the grand jurors of their selec- 
tion, but the names of the deputies 
and of the jurors are being withheid 
until the jury is completed.

Engineer Tells of Orders. 


Harry R. Davis, engineer of 806, 
testified that he had orders to meet 
801 north of Horine, and to remain 
on the main track while 801 should 
pass on the siding. He said he sent 
a porter forward to turn the switch 
for 801. It has been stated that Da- 
vie was oiling his engine at the time 
of the collision, but Davis said he 


/ was in the cab, and was not injured, 


but that Fireman Jones, who ap- 
parently tried to step down, was 
crushed against the tender. 
Engineer Davis, after having tes- 
tified as to the orders, 


could have disregarded his signals. 
“TJ don’t know,” he said, “unless 

it’s a bad mental condition, that 

seems to be everywhere.
